point out that the members of certain 
state associations are doing better work along associa- 
tion lines than similar associations in other states. 
However, after mature deliberation we cannot but 
draw the conclusion that it is better for the hardware 
association movement to awaken the sleeping sisters 
rather than pass their inert attitude by in silence. 

On April 11, 1899, the Missouri Retail Stove & 
Hardware Dealers’ Association adopted a constitution 
in which the matter of grievances was taken up as 
follows: 

“Resolved, That we request the manufacturers and job- 
bers to confine the sale of their wares to the regular dealers. 

“That each and every member of this association use 
every possible effort to see that this request is complied with. 

“That if any manufacturer or jobber furnishes goods to 
any one not regularly engaged in the retail trade as defined 
in the constitution of this association, the dealers affected 
shall report the same’ to the grievance committee, with affi- 
davits and other proper proof, who after properly consider- 
ing same, shall instruct the secretary to correspond with the 
manufacturer or jobber, and endeavor to adjust the matters, 
and in the event of a failure to so adjust a complaint, where 
the evidence is conclusive, the facts in the case shall be pre- 
sented to the members of the association.” 

Is there not something milk-and-watery about these 
resolutions? “Regular dealers” are not defined with 
sufficient clearness and there is no suggestion of puni- 
tive measures. If one were unacquainted with the sturdy 
independence of the first officers of this association they 
might at first blush think that these resolutions were 
purposely drawn up in the interest of jobbers who 
were accustomed to ride rough-shod over retailers’ 
rights in their eager pursuit of nimble dollars. 

The Missouri dealer who has a complaint must first 
secure iull proof, which he forwards to the Grievance 
Committee, who after meeting or corresponding con- 
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cerning the matter, pass the question along to the sec- 
retary with instructions to “endeavor to adjust the 
matter.” If these endeavors fail “the question at issue 
shall be presented to the members of the association.” 

The Missouri Retail Stove & Hardware Dealers’ 
Association has at present a secretary of unusual eff- 
ciency. His magnificent untangling of the skein of 
official incompetency bequeathed him by his predeces- 
sor, his energy in securing new members and his 
grand work in formulating and pushing to a triumph- 
ant conclusion plans for an insurance association, prove 
him to be a man of rare fitness for the position, and a 
natural born leader. 

The Grievance Committee of this association are 
also good men, but are not they and the secretary tied 
down by the miserable red tape of these resolutions? 

A jobber inflicts a wrong on a dealer to-day. After 
the Grievance Committee has met and given their at- 
tention to the matter, it is passed on to the secretary for 
action and the only coercion he can use, outside of 
calling on the National Association of Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers, is to tell the offending jobber that he 
will tell the association about him when they meet next 
February. 

It is only due to the aggressive personality of the 
present secretary of the association that the grievances 
of its members have received any consideration at all. 


Let us turn from these wishy-washy hampering reso- 
lutions of the Missouri Association and read the resolu- 
tions of an association whose membership has been 
growing like the corn on the prairies of its own state. 
Here is the way the Nebraska Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association takes hold of this matter. 

“In case a violation of the resolutions of this association, 
by any hardware manufacturer or jobber, thereby affecting the 
business of any member of this organization, the member thus 
affected shall call on or correspond with such manufacturers 
or jobbers and endeavor to adjust the same, and if not satis- 
factorily adjusted, he shall then notify the secretary of his ac- 
tion, giving sufficient evidence as to the facts in the case, who 
shall immediately take the matter up, and if not then ad- 
justed, the secretary shall present the matter to the National 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association for adjustment, and if 
not satisfactorily settled shall notify each and every member 
of the association, who shall discontinue to patronize such 
manufacturer or jobber.” 

There is an aggressive ring about this declaration 
that means business. 

The secretary is given the matter to handle while 
it is fresh and not after it has been pigeon-holed await- 
ing the action of the Grievance Committee. 

If the offending jobber will not listen, then the Na- 
tional Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association sits on 
the matter, and it is either a case of settle or incur 
the immediate withdrawal of association patronage. 
The wonderful growth of the Nebraska Association 
proves that an aggressive policy pays. 

The North Dakota Retail Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation took an aggressive stand when they organized 
September 29, 1897, and as a result soon enrolled go 
per cent of the hardware dealers of the state; their 
declaration being as follows: 

“Resolved, That the members of this association confine 
the purchase of hardware, stoves and tinware to manufactur- 
ers and wholesale dealers who sell goods to firms that are 
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regularly engaged in the retail hardware business, as defined 
in these resolutions. 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this convention that the 
interpretation of the term “retail hardware dealers,” as set 
forth in the above resolution, to entitle him to purchase hard- 
ware, stoves and tinware, be construed to mean any person 
having an established place of business and carrying a line 
of hardware, stoves and tinware, and such goods as are 
usually kept in a first-class hardware store.” 

That the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation was founded on aggressive principles is shown 
by the following clean-cut definition of its position : 


“Wheres, Some manufacturers and wholesale dealers in 
general hardware, stoves, tinware and kindred lines persist 
in selling their lines through illegitimate channels to. our in- 
jury and detriment, placing us toward our customers in the 
light of extortioners, causing endless trouble; and, 

“Whereas, The system of protecting us from this wrong 
is ineffective, it is absolutely necessary to perfect such a sys- 
tem by united action which will remove these evils from which 
we have suffered for years; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the members of the association confine 
the purchase of hardware, stoves, tinware and kindred lines, 
as far as practicable, to manufacturers and wholesale dealers 
who sell goods to firms that are regularly engaged in the 
retail hardware business, as defined in these resolutions.” 


The lack of an incisive declaration 
announce to jobbers exposed to temptations to cater 
to illegitimate trade has proven a handicap to the prog- 
ress of the Missouri Retail Stove & Hardware As- 


which would 


sociation. 

The mild complaisant notice that as a dernier re- 
sort, an offending jobber will have his faults told to 
the association, is an invitation to be trampled on, and 
actually renders the secretary’s work doubly hard, 
whereas, a few “confine our purchases” resolutions 
will cause offending jobbers a greater or less measure 
of alarmed uneasiness. 

In the past the members of the Missouri Retail 
Stove & Hardware Dealers’ Association have caught 
a large hardware jobbing house in their own state red- 
handed in the act of selling razors to barbers, cutlery 
to drug stores, etc., but on looking up their constitu- 
tion have concluded to drop the matter, owing to the 
circumlocution required to obtain redress. 

They have even in many cases apathetically contin- 
ued to patronize this establishment in spite of its glut- 
tony in the pursuit of orders, their line of argument 
doubtlessly being that the illegitimate trade of the 
house iff question had grown to too large proportions 
to be effectively curbed. 

The members of this association now have a prime 
opportunity to cast off the shackles of red-tapeism and 
under the lead of their efficient officials nip an en- 
croachment on their legitimate trade in the bud. Jf 
they unite concerted with individual action they are 
certain to triumph. Like 
other states the Missouri dealers have suffered from 
the loss of legitimate steel range business at the hands 
of peddlers sént out as trade missionaries for a St. 
Louis concern, but happily this business is on the 
wane. 

In the March 14, 1903, issue of THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN there appeared an editorial which called at- 
to the need of this for virgin 
territory, continuing :

“Once a range was located in a neighborhood and 


the high-handed methods in collecting accounts so char- 
acteristic of some of this firm’s agents were emploved, 
or the price of the range was compared with that cf 
better goods on the floor of the local hardware dealer, 
or repairs for worn-out parts were bought a few times, 
and there was about as much chance of a peddler get- 
ting business out of that township as there is of a 
lumberman getting logs from a field of stumps. 

“This concern who have in past years been inun- 
dating the country with peddlers, despoiling the re- 
tailer of the steel range business of his locality and 
inducing farmers to hold the bag for their fly-by-night 
agents, have found themselves in the past year or two 
up against a losing business. The dissemination of 
information as to their methods in those great educative 
centers, the state hardware associations and the conse- 
quent adoption of energetic methods in place of a 
plaintive apathy, has made new territory harder to 
work. Then, too, new territory is growing scarcer 
fer these people. 

“Tn order that their mechanical facilities designed for 
the business of their palmier days might be utilized, 
the main squeeze of this concern evolved from his 
inner consciousness the brilliant idea of making these 
ranges under another firm name and selling them to 
the retail trade. The fact that they have to use a part 
of their factory to make ranges to sell to dealers dem- 
onstrates that their business is falling off, as they are 
not increasing their capacity for new business.” 

For a month or two this concern with considerable 
assurance attempted to do business with the retail trade, 
particularly in the commonwealth of Missouri, but 
our expose of their identity with the ““Home Comfort”’ 
crowd placed dealers on their guard and this scheme 
was abandoned. 

For the trade, on learning that this range was made - 
in the same building as the much-peddled Home Com- 
fort steel range by a concern whose directors, etc., 
were the same, officials were the same and methods of 
range making were the same, did not particularly rel- 
ish the idea of handling goods with whose defects so 
many people in their neighborhood were thoroughly 
familiar. This was wisdom assuredly, for once they 
stocked up with these Siamese twins of the peddlers’ 
range, their rival dealers had only to impress this fact 
on the public mind, and their steel range business 
would melt to nothing, or next to nothing. Then, too, 
human nature is human nature, in the hardware busi- 
ness as well as anywhere else, and who can blame the 
dealer for a contemptuous dismissal of the suppliant 
salesman for a concern whose stock in trade for years 
has been the villification of the legitimate dealer? The 
merry. peddler jumped on malleable iron plates in the 
farmers’ back yard with merry gusto year after year 
and sung a siren song of the slowness of the local deal- 
er, the worthlessness of his range, his high prices and 
general backwardness. All this with the connivance, 
nay, even the open orders, of his superiors in St. Louis. 
The dealer in general accepted the gauge of battle 
thus slung down, and many and many a county be- 
came unprofitable picking for steel range wagon crews. 
Surely the dealer who received the literature of this 
steel range wolf, clad in the pelt of a sheep too small 
to entirely mask his greedy fangs and basilisk eyes, 








must have gasped at the effrontery of people who 
might justly emblazon a chameleon as a commercial 
emblem on their shield, this heraldic token being a 


marvelously correct exemplar of the facility with 
which* they could change their trade colors, selling 
the honest farmer yesterday, the dealer to-day, the 
farmer to-morrow—in a word, supplying anybody at 
any old time, providing only they had the coin or were 
good for it. 

These people now are about to attempt the launching 
of their ranges through a large St. Louis hardware 
jobbing house, using the position of the aforesaid con- 
cern as a cloak to their scheme of loading up the trade 
after they have done their best to drain a territory of 
steel range trade by the wagons sent out to work the 
guileless bucolic into investing $69 for a steel range 
not equal to the one his local dealer could have sold 
him for $50, to say nothing of the greater advantages 
along the line of securing repairs and enforcing guar- 
anties in the case of the local man. 


The 300 salesmen of this St. Louis hardware job- 
bing house ramify throughout the great Western and 
Southwestern states and the virtuous Coddlin, their 
traveling salesman, will talk up to the dealer the good 
range made expressly for the concern whose commer- 
cial banner he waves while decrying the naughty Mr. 
Short, who earns a living by selling Home Comfort 
ranges to the innocent agriculturists direct from hts 
wagon. Mr. Short, the range peddler, will fill the 
farmer up with stories of the poor range the wicked 
Coddlin is selling, and it’s a case of “Coddlin’s your 
friend” with the dealer and “Short’s your friend” with 
the farmer, and a full capacity being utilized in the 
double-headed St. Louis concern, which would other- 
wise run only half of same. 

While this hardware jobbing concern is a regular 
hydra with salesman in all states, the bulk of its new 
steel range business will undoubtedly come, if the 
lethargy of the trade permits it to come at all, from 
Missouri, hence the need of immediate and strenuous 
action in that state. 

The Missouri dealers should stand shoulder to shoul- 
der and use this case as an exigency for testing the 
benefits of their association and its cohesion as well; 
for if they stand together in combating a jobbing 
house who has worked injuries to the legitimate hard- 
ware trade, when they are trying to sell under their 
‘own name a steel range made to fill out the waning 
‘capacity of the factory where steel ranges are made 
to be sold direct to the consumer by any methods that 
will succeed, there can be no question of their more 
‘than doubling the membership of their association. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

A PHILOLOGICAL phenomenon is found in the elas-

cable,” and stretched it into a common designation of 
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praise, to be promiscuously applied according to fem- 
inine caprice. A “cute whistle” technically speaking 
would involve weird atmospheric happenings impos- 
sible to see or describe and very tantalizing to even 
imagine. “New blood” is another term whose orig- 
inal significance has been practically wiped out in com- 
mercial circles. If an old fogy hanging with fever- 
ish clutch to commercial ideas that were obsolete a 
quarter of a century ago is frozen out of a progres- 
sive concern and must perforce join fortunes with 
some lesser light in the business arena that needs his 
money rather than his cobwebby ideas, the change is 
heralded as an infusion of “new blood,” etc. 


In an adjacent city a man who had been a number 
of years with one large wholesale hardware house in 
charge of a leading department, became the “new 
blood” in a competing concern and found himself the 
guiding star, or, shall I say, the Pooh-Bah of a num- 
ber of departments of a wholesale hardware business 
with which his previous experience had not particular- 
ly qualified him to deal. Not lacking in assurance, he 
reigned as absolutely as Norval in the poem held 
sway over the Grampian hills. One of the first acts 
of this “new blood” was to cancel all the line of ad- 
vertising this firm had contracted for and unexpired 
contracts were paid up with no use of the space con- 
tracted for. 

This action would appear to indicate a deeply root- 
ed non-belief in advertising on this man’s part, but 
subsequent events would indicate that the only ad- 
vertising he eschews is that he has to pay for. 

Like the old fogies, I mean the “new blood’”—of 20 
years ago he believes that the up-to-date business 
man should systematically work the trade press for 
free notices, but should never commit the solecism of 
contributing a dollar to its support. 

In pursuance of this brilliant policy he has kept 
his stenographers busy in inundating one leading 
hardware paper at least with notices of new agencies 
this firm had secured, alleged heavy increases in their 
percentage of business done, additions and improve- 
ments of various kinds they have made, and even 
asking the trade press to gratuitously assist them to 
make capital out of a competitor’s misfortune by 
printing a notice to the effect that a freight handlers’ 
strike which inconvenienced a competitor did not pre- 
vent them from filling orders. 

Oh, no, this “new blood” does not want advertising. 
Bless you, no. He will beg, but not buy. He evi- 
dently thinks that a trade paper should secure the 
wherewithal to exist by securing his competitors’ 
patronage in order that it may become a free vehicle 
through which it can inform the trade of the name 
and fame of the concern with which he is associated. 

Some large manufacturers, this friend among the 
number, seem to think that an independent trade paper 
should deem it a privilege to give them valuable space 
at the ruling prices for fresh air in midocean. This, 
too, while they pride themselves on the fact that they 
themselves never “loosen up.” 

They should bear in mind that quid pro quo is the 
only principle on which business can be successfully 
conducted for any length of time.

The Pittsburgh Stove & Range Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., 
received a verdict in their favor on March 29 from 
Judge MacFarlane of the Pittsburgh court in their suit 
against the Pennsylvania Stove Co., L. W. DeHaven, 
Addison C. DeHaven and others in an action brought 
to restrain the individual defendants from continuing 
in the stove business under a contract entered into when 
the defendants sold their interests to the plaintiff com- 
pany. In his decision the judge says: “The agree- 
ment is supported by a consideration, is in partial re- 
straint of trade, but is not an arbitrary one, and the 
defendant having made a bargain of this kind, must, 
under the law, stick to it.” 


The trade will regret to learn of the death of R. L. 
Kirkwood, Allegheny, Pa. Mr. Kirkwood died sud- 
denly in the Youngstown, O., hospital on May 27 
from hemorrhage of the brain. He was in his 46th 
year and had been for a number of years a traveling 
stove salesman and was well known to the Ohio trade. 
At the time of his death he was on the road in the 
interests of the Cinderella stoves, manufactured by the 
Pittsburgh Stove & Range Co. Mr. Kitkwood is sur- 
vived by a wife and three children. The funeral serv- 
ices were held at the family residence in Allegheny, 
and the floral tributes were elegant and numerous. Six 
of his fellow-salesmen acted as pall bearers. Mr. 
Kirkwood was a hard-working, enthusiastic salesman 
and his death will be deeply regretted by all with whom 
he came in contact.

Their 
new enameling building is 100x112 feet and contains 
three of the newest and latest forms of ovens. They 
have a new smelter. Their range-mounting building 
is 38x100 feet, two stories high, and is replete with 
the latest labor-saving tools and devices. Their stock 
room is 15x80 feet, and: they are now’ better able to 
cater to their largely increased demand for artistic 
enameled steel ranges. They have just gotten out a 
new steel range in three sizes and are better prepared 
than ever to cater to the wants of their largely in- 
creased trade. 


C. A. Peck, Berlin, Wis., secretary of the Wisconsin 
Retail Hardware Association, advises us as follows 
concerning his method of storing gasolene under cover 
of May 2oth: 


“Restrictions on handling gasolene in Wisconsin 
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prohibit the carrying of more than 5 galions in store, 
but on the store lot I have sunk a 5-barrel tank of gal- 
vanized iron and buried all but a 4-inch tube, project- 
ing from the top fitted with a can screw, and this is 
covered with a hinged box lined with asbestos which 
we keep locked. Then with half a dozen 5-gallon 
cans filled each morning by our boy we can during the 
day supply our customers, nine oul of ten of whom 
buy in 5-gallon lots. These 5-gallon cans are kept 
on the foundation wall of the store which is covered 
with a locked box and in case of fire could be very read- 
ily reached. There is nothing new in this method, but 
it is simple and seems to fill the bill and satisfy the 
insurance companies. I do not see why a tank sunk 
like this, adjoining a storeroom, and connected with 
underground pipe (in which was a cut off outside the 
building) would not be a safe way to handle gasolene.”

HOME PRIDE MALLEABLE STEEL RANGE. 





A very superior steel range is that manufactured by 
the Home Pride Range Co., Marion, Ind., under the 
name Home Pride malleable range. It is built of No. 
16 gauge blue body steel, with solid blue high closet in 
18 and 20 inch ovens.

The finish is easily kept clean and 
bright. The angle bars are of one-eighth steel. An 
additional steel corner plate is used at the bottom of 
the range on the four corners. These are made of one- 
eighth polished, nickel-plated steel. An iron shoe is 
placed at the bottom of the rear flue to avoid damage 
to the steel. The protecting bar in front of the range 
is made from heavy pipe, polished with the same cop- 
per and nickel finish. The ash pan, which is so con- 
structed that it is easily removed without spilling the 
ashes, is provided with a steel hopper above and has 
a malleable hearth at the bottom of the ash pan front, 
The entire body of the range is asbestos lined, rivet- 
ed between sheets of steel, and as a precaution against 
scorching the floor an additional sheet of asbestos is 
riveted -to the steel on the bottom of the range. The 
latest malleable top pouch feed is used. The weight 
of the fire box, linings, grates, etc., is 135 pounds, 
The center piece of the back wall is heavier than the 
two end pieces and twenty-seven three-eighths-inch 
projections have been added to each piece of the back 
of the one-inch-thick fire wall. The back wall is in 
three peices, with air space between wall and oven and 
the front lining in two.

\ dozen or more marble workers are still busy put- 
ting slabs of Georgia marble in place, completing the 
entrance to the magnificent quarters of Hibbard, Spen- 
cer, Bartlett & Co., State and South Water streets, 
Chicago, otherwise that great hardware jobbing house 
with its 1,000 odd employes and immense business is 
fully at home in its specially constructed ten-story 
building. 

It is a curious paradox, but is technically true, nev- 
ertheless, that the second story of this ten-story struc- 
ture is the center thereof. This is so because this 
building, rising 150 feet into Chicago atmosphere, 
rests on eleven concrete caissons 93% feet deep and 
7'4 feet in diameter and also 2,795 piles 50 feet deep. 
Any telephone or other concern trying to bore a tun- 
nel under this structure at any future time would find

an axe about the only implement with which they could 
make progress—so thick are these poles. 

On these caissons and piles is laid a floor of con- 
to I1 feet, in 


crete varying in thickness from 5! 
which are embedded two tiers of steel beams each 20 
inches deep laid close together and crossing each 
other at right angles. Upon this massive foundation 
are placed 248 piers on which rest the steel and iron 
columns that support the structure and run up through 
ten stories. The total length of all these columns is 
20,768 feet and would make a single shaft of steel 
nearly four miles in height. The wooden piles re- 
ferred to would make a log 26% miles in length. 
Supporting the ceiling over the drive-ways in the 
shipping and receiving departments are 29 steel gird- 
ers having a depth of 6 feet, 15 measuring respective- 
ly 37 feet and 14 measuring 47 feet in length, their to- 
al weight being 382 tons or 764,000 pounds. One of 
these girders would make 400 kegs of nails or 151 miles 
of common fence wire. The total weight of steel and 


iron used in the construction of basement and to the 
ceiling of the first floor is 2,687,000 pounds, and 
would make a single line of telegraph wire 10,230 
miles long, or 26,870 kegs of nails, requiring a freight 
train of 67 cars to haul them. 


Each of these girders 
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is capable of supporting a weight of 700 to 800 tons. 

Having satisfied ourselves of the substantial char- 
acter of the building we take one of the two passenger 
elevators and mount swiftly to the tenth floor and as- 
cend a winding staircase to the roof, where we have 
a fine view of the squawking chickens, strawberry 
crates and red cabbages of South Water street on one 
side, the city harbor on another, and State street, with 
its bascule bridge and many great retail houses, on 
a third. A few blocks away north of the river we see 
the warehouse of this concern rendered easily acces- 
sible by a line of lighters. 

The tenth floor of this building is devoted to light 
goods of various kinds. Like the other floors, it is 
practically divided into three sections, those at the 
east and west ends of the building being devoted to 
stock, while goods ready for shipment are wheeled 
to the central section and loaded on appropriate freight

elevators, four of which are located on either side of 
this central section. There are fourteen elevators in 
the building, twelve freight and two passenger. 

A large aisle runs the length of the building, viz., 
360 feet on this and every other floor. 

The carpenter shop is on this floor, as are also cases 
of Haskell golf balls, Peters loaded shells, bun- 
dles of axe handles, stove pipe, etc., bicycle saddles, 
and other sundries. On this floor bicycle assembling 
is done and the gun repair room is located. 

The ninth floor is woodenware headquarters, with 
its symmetrical rows of tubs, kegs, sleds, wooden 
pails, etc. A large section of this ‘floor shows the rakes, 
hoes, shovels, scythes and other steel goods. Here as 
elsewhere in this great store one is forced to admire 
the splendid systematization by means of which goods 
of any description can be found by order fillers without 
any of that waste of time which is the necessary 
concomitant of loose arrangement, as every bin con- 
taining goods is clearly and plainly marked. For in- 
stance, in the steel goods department one sees the 
legend, “No. 7 Ames Scoops,” over one bin, “No..69% 
Pinckney” over another, and “14 in. No. 102 Ames 
Post Spades” over a third. 

We next descend to the eighth floor, where a line 











of tinware, paints and varnishes, saddlery hard- 
ware, etc., are shown. Passing hurriedly past scores 
of apple paring machines, watering pots, packages of 
tacks, lanterns, etc., we come to the spacious quarters 
this firm are preparing for their latest departure, viz., 
saddlery and saddlery hardware. Already quantities 
of sweat pads, horse collars, bits and other equine 
trappings are in stock in handsome bins provided for 
the purpose, and the additions to be made in the near 
future will make this one of the most complete lines of 
this character in the country. 

The seventh floor and also the sixth floor are the 
housefurnishing headquarters. Here one finds sad 
irons, frying pans, drip pans, cake turners, oilers, 
lemon squeezers, Chrysolite enameled ware, Royal 
enameled ware, etc. 

Floor No. § brings us to the shelf hardware and 
jewelry departments of this firm. In shelf hardware 
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sample boards and in well arranged show cases. The 
shelving necessary to hold the immense stock carried 
by this department has been so ingeniously arranged 
as to secure ample daylight for the handling of the 
goods. In a corner of this department six young 
women are kept busy etching customers’ names on 
cutlery. 

The gun and sporting goods department, under the 
management of H. W. Chester, occupies the entire 
space of Section B and about one-half of Section C, 
the samples and stock being on the same floor. This 
new sample room is decorated with trophies of the 
sportsman’s art, such as heads of elk and wapiti from 
the Rockies, big horns from Wyoming, moose from the 
far North, buffalo heads from the plains, wild boar 
heads from the Black Forest of Germany, game birds, 
Fishermen will also be interested in a 42-pound 
muskallonge caught among the Thousand Islands by

an extensive line of saws, hinge goods, door locks, 
steel letters, ring dividers, calf weaners, etc., are 
shown. 

The jewelry department is in poor shape. It is shy 
diamond pendants, amethyst rings, turquoise bracelets, 
tourmaline keepsakes—even Barrios diamonds—nose 
rings for hogs being all the jewelry carried. 

The fourth floor is the packers headquarters—even 
the handsome new catalogues of this firm are packed 
up in the southeast corner of this floor. Here all 
small cutlery goods and guns are put in bins. A 
special elevator runs between this floor and the third 
for the convenience of the cutlery and gun depart- 
ments. 

Samples are shown on the third floor, and in point 
of attractiveness we award this the prize over the 
other floors. 

Here lines of refrigerators, stoves, baby carriages, 
etc., are shown; also the splendid gun and cutlery 
departments. The cutlery department, under the man- 
agement of Pritchard Stewart, occupies the whole of 
Section A on this floor. Here everything in the way 
of first-class cutlery, solid silver and plated ware, cut 
glass, watches and clocks, is displayed in the most 
attractive and comprehensive manner on the large

Dr. Skinner, inventor of the celebrated Skinner bait; 
also two heads of muskallonge killed in Michigan, 
weighing respectively 63 and 65 pounds. 

Here are displayed firearms from other times and 
countries; old English swivel guns, with flint locks, 
and barrels eight feet long, Bell-mouthed blunder- 
busses from the coaching days of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, Cossack rifles with ebony stocks inlaid with 
ivory and silver from the steppes of Russia and Tar- 
tary, Arab guns and pistols from the deserts of Af- 
rica, dueling pistols and percussion cap “pepper 
boxes.”’ 

The racks containing guns are so built as to prevent 
one gun from coming in contact with another and 
the description and dimensions of each gun can be 
readily determined without handling or removal from 
the rack. Rifle bins are constructed in such a man- 
ner that no rifle can be injured while in stock or in 
removal from bins to fill orders. 

Steel goods, bird cages, etc., are attractively dis- 
played on the second floor. 

The filing department with a capacity for 1,000,000 
letters, the examiners, billers, pricers, the thirty or 
more stenographers, the credit employes, etc., buyers, 
country salesmen, are all busy here in a spacious room.

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At the west end are the offices of Messrs. \W. G. Hib- 
bard, A. C. Bartlett, C. H. Conover, and a cozy di- 
rectors’ room. 

Not only is the entire building fire proof, but all 
of the desks, partitions and furniture of the general 
offices on the floor where the most valuable books 
and documents pertaining to the business are kept, 
are of steel and of the most convenient and perfect 
construction. This metal furniture is so finished as 
to resemble mahogany, oak, rose wood, or any other 
kind of wood desired, marble, onyx or granite, so ex- 
actly that only the closest inspection can detect the 
imitation. 

The floors of this story are covered by a fire-proof 
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street. By this admirable arrangement shipping cam 
be carried on irrespective of the weather without the 
least fear of damage to goods. The large elevators 
will bring goods from the packing rooms to the ship- 
ping department where, as the floor is on a level with 
the beds of the trucks and wagons, they can be loaded 
with the greatest ease and rapidity. Stalls are pro- 
vided for the storage of goods to be shipped by the 
different railroads, thus causing a minimum of hand- 
ling. 

The receiving department occupies the east end of 
the first floor, having a driveway inside the building 
36 feet wide and 178 feet long, permitting the teams 
to unload to the floor, which is raised to the level

substance known as Asbestolith, which can be washed 
like marble, and in appearance equals the most beau- 
tiful tiling. This furniture and floor covering adds 
not only to the safety and efficiency of the business, 
but to the health and comfort of the employes. 

By means of a private switchboard, about seventy 
stations throughout the house are brought into prompt 
communication with each other, and by numerous 
trunk lines, with the main and- central office of the 
telephone company. The pneumatic tube system pro- 
vides almost instant delivery of order sheets, cash and 
charge sales, memoranda, etc., between the different 
departments. 

The first floor contains the timekeeper’s headquar- 
ters, departments for sales to (1) manufacturers; (2) 
Chicago retailers; (3) Chicago jobbers. 

The shipping room occupies 20,000 square feet, the 
floor being raised four feet above a driveway running 
inside the south front of the building and being 35 
feet wide by 215 feet long, allowing 21 teams to stand 
abreast and still afford ample room for teams to drive 
in and out of the 15 large doorways opening on the 





of the truck beds, as in the shipping departinent. 
Large elevators conveniently located distribute the 
goods immediately to their respective floors. On the 
first floor also are situated the large and convenient 
offices of the traffic manager and the shipping and re- 
ceiving departments. The main entrance on State 
street is 17 feet wide and 59 feet high, flanked on 
either side by columns of Georgia marble, which, as 
stated at the commencement of this article, are just 
being completed. It opens into a vestibule 30x36 feet, 
from which a stairway 12 feet wide leads to the gen- 
eral offices on the second floor, and two spacious ele- 
vators convey passengers to the various floors and de- 
partments. 

Three 125 horse power boilers are located in the 
basement, also two electric house pumps and an elec- 
tric air compressor. Here sash weights, sheet iron, 
tin plate, zinc, nails, etc., are stored. On the river 
front is a dock 7 feet wide and 100 tons of freight are 
shipped by boat every morning. 

Happily the expedition of business is not the sole 
motif manifest in the construction and equipment of 








this building. The care and well-being of employees 
is looked after to a degree unusual among employ- 
ers and yet not savoring in the least of an officious 


paternalism. An electric air compressor operates an 
ice machine by which water is filtered and cooled to 
a temperature*of 40 degrees and distributed to foun- 
tains situated on evéfy floor of the building. 

The entire building has an abundance of light and 
fresh air directly off the Chicago river. There are 
plenty of coat rooms and on the fourth floor one of 
unusual size. 

A ladies’ reception room is provided for the com- 
fort and convenience of visiting ladies on the second 
floor. 

The toilet room on the office floor is tastily finished 
in marble and has an exhaust to carry away the foul 
air, while on every floor there is a neat and spacious 
room of this character. 

A large lavatory, with accommodations for 100 
men at once, is provided on the fourth floor. It is 
kept locked and spotlessly clean until the day’s work 
is over and then the door is unlocked and the water 
is turned on simultaneously at 100 faucets. Even 
in the realm of cleanliness, strict system prevails in 
this model establishment. 

The building is ventilated by what is known as the 
Plenum method, operated by two I10-inch blowers 
placed in a room by themselves on the fifth floor. The 
air is drawn from the outside and by a curious air 
washing device it is cleaned and purified, then passed 
over heated coils to take out the dampness and is tem- 
pered to the proper degree of heat, when it is pumped 
into the various rooms through numerous registers. 

In a cozy nook of the third floor is a library of 500 
volumes of a standard character, presided over by one 
Percy Sechel, a book-loving employe of this house. 
The founding of this library to which nearly all the 
employes of this house have been voluntary contrib- 
utors, was an inspiration of W. G. Hibbard, Jr., of 
this company. 

Retail hardware dealers should certainly visit this 
establishment with its myriad lessons in the syste- 
matic classification, arrangement and handling of 
hardware. : 

We would say in passing that owing to its admir- 
able location next to the river and its splendid ventila- 
tion, it is one of the coolest places in the city in the 
torrid summer months and the hardware dealer who 
has been tramping the hot pavement on business er- 
rands will find his visit to this establishment a wel- 
come. change.

The Executive Committee of the Wisconsin Retail 
Hardware Association consisting of L. Findiesen,

THE STANTON SEAMLESS HEATER. 





The accompanying cuts show the Stanton seamless 
heater, manufactured by the Stanton Heater Co., Mar- 
tin’s Ferry, O.

either side, back or front, the ash box, grate bars, soot 
scrapers, fire box, course of air, radiating sheet and 
inside, outside and middle casing. The whole con- 
struction is very simple. The inside casing sheet is 
made of No. 24 cold rolled sheet steel. The outside cas- 
ing is made of No. 24 aluminum coated sheet steel, or 
galvanized iron, which is anti-rust and will withstand 
a much higher degree of heat than it will ever be sub- 
jected to before tarnishing. The coating will not peel 
off, but remains pretty and white. This style is made 
in five sizes. 

Fig. 2 shows heater cut through at center length- 
wise showing products of combustion through front 
flues at each side of feed door and from front to rear 


at bottom between radiating sheet and ash box sides 
and from bottom at rear of furnace to smoke outlet 





in smoke box. The rear wall plate support is used 
only in the No. 68 and No. 84 of this furnace. The 
air enters at back through openings in rear head, and 
as it passes in becomes heated, and uniting with the 
gases thrown off from the fuel, acts as a mixer and 
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causes perfect combustion. All dampers are operated 

by chains running to first floor, where they are con-

TIN ROOFING. 











One of the most important branches of the tinner’s 
trade is that of roofing. In order that tin roofs should 
be considered the best of roofs it is necessary they 
should be well put on. If one part of the roof is poorly 








done it is almost as bad as if the whole was imper- 
fect. 

Fig. 1 shows a good way of starting the roof; the 
piece a can be of tin or galvanized iron, and may pro- 
ject over far enough to form a drip into the center of 
the trough. If the space between the tin and the brick 
is well filled with mortar it makes the roof fireproof 

Fig. 2 
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at that point in case flames should be blown against the 
edge of the roof. 

The most important part is the flashings. A usual 
way is to saw out the mortar joint between the brick 
about an inch to receive the flashing. It is difficult to 


make a good job this way, as the nails that are sup- 

posed to be driven in are apt to come out, and the 

mortar used to fill up the crack will nearly always 
Fig. 3 
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crack off, so that in a driving rain the water is blown 
in, with the result that all know. Fig. 2 shows a good 
way of putting in the flashings. By having the mason 
lay in a 2x4 where the flashing is to go, the mortar can 
be sawed out, the tin placed in position and nailed 
into the 2x4 so it can never come away. The crack 
should be filled with cement made of iron paint and

sand. This makes the best cement I know of, and as it 
becomes as hard as stone, and as it is mixed with oil, 
the water cannot soak in, freeze and crack off. 

A better way is to make coping, flashing and all of 
tin. This way will be of value in localities where 
stone, etc., for coping are expensive. Fig. 3 shows 
coping of tin. The wooden lookouts are to be placed 
Fig. 4 











every two or three feet. The mortar joint is to be 
sawed out and the tin or iron put in, or the corners 
may be nailed on and all placed on the wall and filled 
with brick, and as the brick will be on top of the 
strip d, it becomes a part of the wall. 

Fig. 4 shows another shape, so all the drip will go 
on the roof where it belongs. The cover b is to be put 
on last, as it has to be, so that the space between look- 








outs can be filled with brick. The mason will not 
object to this way of doing it if he is informed that this 
filling can be done with pieces of brick or even stone. 
The flashing c is to be placed in position before the 
covering is put on. This can also be nailed into the 
wooden lookouts. If the fire-wall is too high to be 
tinned, then c can be put in like a and the flashing put 
in as in Fig. 2. 

\s nearly all tinners are decided in regard to using 
cleats or nails for holding down the sheets of tin, also 
which is the best to use for flat roof, lox14, 14x20 or 
20x28, I will not say anything on that subject. 
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Fig. 6 
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To make the tin lay level on a flat roof, when 
pounding down the seams, pound out from the center 
of the sheet. This will draw the tin out so it will be 
as level as a drum head. In order to have the seams 
level, as they should be, so they will not require so 
much solder, the mallet should be filed smooth. When 
a school is started for tinners there should be a large 
class in filing mallets. There are very few fin shops 


where the mallets are kept in decent shape. 
The most important part of roofing is soldering. 
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The coppers should be large enough to hold enough 
heat to thoroughly soak the solder into the seam. It 
does no good to have a small mountain of solder on 
each side of the seam; the building will be heavy 
enough without that. The coppers should be taken on 
to the roof in good condition and kept so. If they get 
out of order by noon, then take them back to the shop, 
forge and tin them. I never yet saw a tinner who 
could solder well with poor coppers, though I have 
seen quite a number try it. 

The fire pot should be of sufficient size to hold coal 
enough to heat the coppers as fast as required and be 
provided with a grate, so the ashes will fall through, 
so as to always have a good fire. I never could see any 
use in taking anything but pieces of charcoal on a 
roof; the dust can be left at the shop and sold for 
making tooth powder with. 

There are many ways of putting up the trough, but 
the best way I know of is to put it up so it can be 
taken down for repairs, and this can be done in the 
following manner: Fig. 5 shows the iron for holding 
the trough; a can be made of %x1I-inch iron twisted 
at e so as to drive between the joints in the brick, and 
b of hoop iron or strips of galvanized iron; cc are the 
rivets to fasten a to b. 

Fig. 6 shows a good way of putting up the con- 
ductor so it can be taken down at any time for repairs; 
a is iron driven into wall; b, strap; c, conductor; d, 
bolt for hold strap. 

Fig. 7 is a side view of iron.

SOLDERS FOR ALUMINUM.

Would like recipes for solder for aluminum?

12 parts. Zinc, 85 parts; copper, 6 parts; aluminum, 
g parts. Zinc, 88 parts; copper, 5 parts; aluminum, 
7 parts. Zinc, 90 parts; copper, 4 parts; aluminum, 
6 parts. Zinc, 94 parts; copper, 2 parts; aluminum, 
4. parts. The solders are first made by reparing an 


aluminum-copper alloy and mixing this with the re- 
quired quantity of zinc. The copper is first melted and 
the aluminum, divided into three or four portions, is 
gradually introduced into the melted copper, a perfect 
mixture. being effected by stirrigg. When the last 
portion of aluminum has been added throw in the 
zinc, and at the sarme time some fat or resin, then stir 
quickly and briskly, immediately remove the crucible 
from the fire and pour the alloy into iron molds pre- 
viously rubbed with coal tar or benzine.

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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


Rogers, Brown & Co. report as follows on the Chi- 
cago iron market: 

Finally something has occurred to distrub the quiet- 
ness which has reigned in the pig iron market for some 
weeks. 

It is pretty generally known now that the steel cor- 
poration has made a large purchase of Bessemer iron 
for delivery during the last half of the present year. 

Price secured is not a public matter and it may be 
some little time before the correct figure will be made 
known. 

At any rate the fact remains that they have thought 
best to purchase at this time and it mav have the effect 
of putting a peg in the -lecline. 

The Southern situation is a little stronger, if any 
change is noted at all, as certain foundry grades are 
becoming scarce and stocks in furnace yards of de- 
sirable grades are being reduced. 

It must be confessed, however, that liberal ship- 
ments are being made on old low-priced contracts so 
that it may be said in a general way that stocks are 
being transferred from furnace vards to those of the 
consumers. 

Sales are being confined to short delivery, although 
inquiries are numerous for shipments over a period 
of months, but few contracts are being made on that 
basis. 

The market closes with rather a healthier tone. 


BARS. 


The situation in the bar iron market remains un- 
changed. What new business and specifications there 
are have been light. Some improvement is noted in 
the demand for steel, one transaction being a supple- 
mentary order for 4,000 tons. Prices are firm. We 
quote mill shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: 
Bessemer steel, 1.76%c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.86%4c 
base; hoops, in lots of 250 tons and greater, 2.06%c; 
less than this amount, 2.16%c; iron, 1.75c to 1.80c. 
Quotations from store are as follows: Steel, 2c to 
2.10C; iron, 2.10c to 2.15c; hoops, 2.40c to 2.50c; 
angles, 2.25¢ rates. 


STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


The demand for structural steel has been light dur- 
ing the week. There has also been a fallnig off on 
specifications. This is largely attributed to the numer- 
ous strikes among the building trades and a resumption 
of the past activity is expected with the adjustment of 
labor troubles. We quote mill prices, Chicago deliv- 
ery: Beams and channels, 16 inches and under, 1.75¢; 
(8 inches and over, 1.85c; universal plates, 1.75¢: 
angles, 3x3 and larger, 1.75c; tees, 3x3 and larger, 
1.80c; zees, 1.75¢. Lots from store, 2!%4¢ per pound. 


PLATES. 


Both mills and jobbers report a quiet week, owing 
to the fact that only late deliveries can be given by 
the former, which has resulted in the withdrawal of 
some orders from this market. We quote mill prices, 
Chicago delivery, as follows: Tank steel, 44-inch and 
heavier, 1.75c; flange steel, 1.85c. Prices for lots from 
stock: Tank steel, %4-inch and heavier, 2.15c¢ to 2.25¢; 
3-16, 2.25¢ to 2.35c; No. 8, 2.30c to 2.40c; No. 10, 
2.35c to 2.45c; flange steel, 2.40c to 2.50c. 


RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 


The demand for light rails continues and heavy ton- 
nage has been booked by the mills. Track supplies are 
also active. We quote standard sections, 500 tons and 
over, $28; less than 500 tons to carload lots, $30; less 
than carload lots, $32; second quality, $27; light rails, 
45 pounds, $34 to $35; 12 pounds, $39 to $40, with 
regular differentials for intermediate sizes. Track 
supplies, mill shipments: Angle bars, 2c to 2.10c;
